It's not only good news that 
Westbrook Pegler has been soaked 
$175,000 damages in the libel action 
brought by Quentin Reynolds, but 
it's good news that many news- 
papers have published the results 
of the sensational court proceed- 
ings. 


For many years it has been the 
custom of the boastfully “free” 
press to deny their readers free 
access to news about libel proceed- 
ings. Sue one paper and the others 
went hush-hush for fear they'd be 
sued some day and would need 
hush-hush from their suffering pal. 


But there has been considerable 
publicity about Pegler and his 
Hearst backers in the course of 
this latest action.

Hates Us All 


Labor people don’t like Pegler 
because they feel he hates labor. 
But there’s nothing personal about 
it, you might say, for Pegler hates 
the entire human race, even if he 
does reserve his special venom for 
labor, the Roosevelt family, and 
liberals in the large. 


Some of the things he wrote 
about Quentin Reynolds were pre- 
posterous beyond belief, and de- 
cidedly beyond the belief of the 
judge and jury who heard the case 
in New York. For example, Peg- 
ler actually had the nerve to write 
in his Hearst-backed column that 
Reynolds made a proposal of mar- 
riage to the widow of Heywood 
Broun on the ride to Broun’s fu- 
neral. Evidence was introduced 
that a Roman Catholic bishop was 
riding in the same vehicle, and 
the judge and jury just couldn't 
believe that Reynolds made that 
proposal under those circum- 
stances.

None of the $175,000 which the 
jury decided should be paid for 
the libeling of Reynolds will come 
out of Pegler’'s pocket. It seems 
there’s a clause in his ,contract 
that the Hearst people must pay 
any damages for libel his writings 
incur, 


The Hearst outfit is of course 
appealing the case and it will drag 
on indefinitely. Reynolds won't get 
many dollars out of the deal, but 
he can at least have the satisfac- 
tion of being the first man to nail 
Pegler for libel.

ABSENTEE ‘FRIEND OF LABOR’ 


Where was Goodwin J. Knight during the months that 
the finance committee of the Board of Regents was cooking 
up its scheme for cutting the pay of building trades craftsmen 
employed by the University? 

Where was Goodwin J. Knight when the final meeting of 
the Regents’ finance committee before formally reporting the 
pay cut plan was held recently in Los Angeles? 

Where was Goodwin J. Knight when, that same afternoon, 
the full meeting of the Board of Regents was held, and all the 
Regents present:except one voted to mak the pay cut? 

The answer is, that wherever Goodwin J. Knight was, he 
certainly didn’t show up at any of these meetings to put in one 
word of protest against the pay cut. 

Knight never moved a finger to back the one Regent who 
voted against the pay cut. Yet that one Regent, C. J. Hag- 
gerty, secretary-treasurer of the State Federation of Labor, 
claims that Knight is the man to elect Governor, on the ground 
that Knight is a friend of labor. 

If Knight were elected, we predict that he would be the 
greatest absentee friend labor ever had in this State~always 
present to receive the plaudits of faithful henchmen in the 
ranks of labor, always absent when labor was in trouble, as 
he was absent during these many sessions of the Regents on 
this subject of pay cuts. 


Fortunately, labor still has a good chance to elect Rich- 
ard Graves, Democrat, as Governor; and Edward Roybal, 
Democrat, as Lieutenant Governor. The California AFL Com- 
mittee for Graves and Roybal has sent out reminders to all 
AFL local unions in the State that the time to contribute to 
the committee's fund for the campaign is now.

‘Alliance of Coal, Steel, Trucking’ 


John L. Lewis, David J. McDonald, and Dave Beck have 
sent a joint letter on the unemployment situation to the White 
House, to all members of Congress, and to the 48 Governors 
of States. 

To many labor people the contents of the joint letter, al- 
though admirable, are not half so interesting as the tripartite 
makeup of what Associated Press, perhaps prematurely, calls 
“a new alliance of coal, steel, and trucking unions.” 

The daily press has for months published gossip about the 
growing tendency of the heads of the independent United 
Mine Workers, the CIO Steel Workers, and the AFL Team- 
sters to confer together. There has been as part of this gossip 
the rumor that the loose alliance is the result of tensions be- 
tween McDonald and Reuther, new head of the CIO: between 
Beck and Meany, new head of the AFL; and between Lewis 
and both Reuther and Meany. 

Meanwhile this ‘new alliance of coal, steel, and trucking 
unions” has reached the stage where a joint communication 
is sent by its leaders to the White House, the Congress, and 
all the Governors. Something is cooking—but what? 

One theory is that there may be shaping up a new labor 
alliance more conservative politically than either the AFL or 
CIO now are, or than John L. Lewis once was. 

The fact that Lewis remains a Republican and that some 
very conservative political endorsements have been made 
within the tripartite group has helped to stimulate this specu- 
lation. 

In England the Tories are making a renewed effort to per- 
suade labor people to come along with them and to abandon 
the Labor Party. The New Deal in this country has, like the 
British Labor Party, suffered political defeat, and also like the 
British Labor Party, is now. in somewhat confused condition. 

So in this country, too, we may be entering a new phase 
of labor's political development. There may be with us, too, a 
growing division between those who think that unionism had 
better adjust itself to what seem to be the realities of the world 
as it is, and those who like to believe that unionism is capable 
of making a new world.

Six small strawberry farmers in 
Louisiana and a union organizer 
were convicted in U. 8, District 
Court in New Orleans under the 
Sherman Anti-Trust Act. 


The conviction of the leaders of 
a 3,000-member AFL Union, known 
as the Louisiana Fruit and Veget- 
able Producers Cooperative Mar- 
keting Union, Local 312, came as a 
victory for U. S. Attorney General 
Herbert Brownell, coincident with 
Brownell’s amicable settlement of 
a number of anti-trust actions 
against some of the nation’s larg- 
est corporations, 

The strawberry farmers, who 
cultivated less than three acres 
each in strawberries and earned 
less than $400 annually in 1951, 
united against chain store and 
commission agent buyers in an ef- 
fort to secure the market price for 
the products of the labor of their 
families, 

Prison sentences of six to nine 
months, plus fines of $500 to $1,000 
each were assessed against the 
small farmers, while the union ce- 
operative was fined $4,000, Henry 
E. “Hank” Hasiwar, vice president 
of the National Agricultural Work- 
ers Union, and one of the major 
organizers, was among those fined 
and given a prison sentence. 

“Tt appears,” H. L., Mitchell, 
NAWU president, said, “that the 
U. S. Department of Justice en- 
forces the antitrust law one way 
against the rich and another way 
against the poor. Antitrust actions 
against the major oil and alumi- 
num corporations are settled amic- 
ably by Brownell, who turns right 
around and persecutes the poor 
and needy who try to get a better 
deal for their families.”
